DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 30 December 2008 has been entered. 

In addition, the duplicate Information Disclosure Statements (IDS's) filed 17 December 
2008 and 30 December 2008 have been received and entered. The references cited therein have 
been considered by the Examiner. Examiner-initialed copies of the IDS's are attached hereto. 

The pending claims have been examined on the merits. Claims 1, 3-6, 8-10, and 12-16 
have been found allowable - as amended within the Examiner's amendment below (as a formal 
matter, please note: although the below Examiner's amendment repeats the Examiner's 
amendment set forth in the previous Office action, the below Examiner's amendment replaces the 
previous Examiner's amendment).

Also in claim 1, at line 4, the phrase "along with " has been omitted and replaced with 
the phrase -wherein the herbal soft drink further comprises jaggery, a fermenting agent and 
carbonated water; and wherein the percentage ratio of Sida spp.: Boerhaavia diffusa: Vitis 
vinifera: Tinospora cordifolia: Withania somnifera in the herbal soft drink is in the range of 15 to 
20: 5 to 10: 15 to 20: 5 to 10: 5 to 10-. 

In claim 9, at line 1, the term "an" has been omitted and replaced with —the—. 

Also in claim 9, in the second line of step (a), the phrase "Sida sps." has been omitted 
and replaced with -Sida spp.-. 

Also in claim 9, in the final line thereof, the following phrase has been inserted after the 
last word "drink" -; wherein in step (b), the percentage ratio of Sida spp.: Boerhaavia diffusa: 
Vitis vinifera: Tinospora cordifolia: Withania somnifera in the herbal soft drink is in the range of 
15 to 20: 5 to 10: 15 to 20: 5 to 10: 5 to 10-. 
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Claims 1, 3-6, 8-10, and 12-16 are allowed.
